Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1910. 


To  the  County  Council  of  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

Mr.  Chairman,  my  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Riding  for  the  year  1910. 

The  Riding  consists  of  17  Urban  Districts,  with  a  population  at  the  1901  Census  of 
111,475,  and  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1910  to  be  136,222,  the  estimated  population  at  the 
middle  of  1909  was  133,178,  giving  an  increase  of  3,044  on  the  year,  against  a  decrease  of  271 
from  1908  to  1909,  and  21  Rural  Districts  with  a  population  at  the  1901  Census  of  132,583, 
and  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1910  to  be  133,11.8,  the  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of 
1909  was  133,167,  giving  a  decrease  of  49  against  a  decrease  of  10  from  1908  to  1909.  The 
increase  in  the  Urban  Area  is  accounted  for  thus: — Eston  142,  Guisborough  450,  Hinderwell 
50,  Loftus  600,  Northallerton  32,  Ormesby  200,  Redcar  250,  8calby  20,  Skelton  and  Brotton 
300,  South  Bank  in  Normanby  1000.  The  increase  of  the  whole  Riding  on  the  year  1909  is 
2,995,  against  a  decrease  of  281  from  the  year  1908  to  1909.  The  area  of  the  Riding  is 
1,358,101  acres,  and  the  total  population  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1910,  269,340,  equal  to 
0-196  persons  per  acre. 

The  Helmsley  Rural  District  is  divided  into  two  Districts,  making  a  total  of  thirty-nine 
reports  for  consideration.  During  the  year  Dr.  J.  Campbell  of  the  Reeth  District  resigned, 
and  is  succeeded  by  Dr.  T.  V.  Devey. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  7,135  births,  4,129  Urban,  and  3,006  Rural, 
against  7,126  in  1909,  giving  an  Urban  Birth  Rate  of  30-31  per  thousand  and  a  Rural  Birth 
Rate  of  22-58  per  thousand,  against  31-16  and  22-34  respectively  for  1909.  There  is  a  decrease 
of  21  Urban  Births,  and  an  increase  of  30  Rural  Births  on  the  year  1909,  total  increase  9, 
against  a  decrease  of  235  from  the  year  1908  to  1909. 

The  Urban  Birth  Rate  is  0-85  lower  than  that  for  1909,  1-61  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  2-91  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  same  period,  and  5-51  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910. 

The  Rural  Birth  Rate  is  0-24  higher  than  that  for  1909,  0-32  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  4-82  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  same  period,  and  2-22  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910. 

Of  deaths  there  were  registered  3,611,  1,927  Urban  and  1,684  Rural,  against  3,628  in 
1909,  giving  an  Urban  Death  Rate  of  14-12  per  thousand,  and  a  Rural  Death  Rate  of  12-65 
per  thousand,  against  14-45  and  12-78  respectively  for  1909.  There  is  an  increase  of  2  Urban 
and  a  decrease  of  19  Rural  Deaths  on  the  year  1909,  total  decrease  17,  against  a  decrease  of 
281  from  the  year  1908  to  1909. 

The  Urban  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1894  when 
it  was  14-09,  it  is  0-33  lower  than  that  for  1909,  2-40  lower  than  the  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years  for  the  County,  1-58  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same 
period,  and  0-72  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910. 

The  Rural  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded,  it  is  0-99  lower  than  that  for  the  year 
1908,  which  was  the  low-est  previously  recorded,  0-13  lower  than  that  for  1909,  1-53  lower  than 
the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  3-05  lower  than  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  same  period,  and  0-75  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910. 

Of  deaths  due  to  the  “Chief  Epidemic  Diseases”  Ciere  were  243,  181  Urban  and  62 
Rural,  against  281,  195  Urban  and  86  Rural  in  909,  p  /ing  an  Urban  Death  Rate  from  these 
diseases  of  1-32  per  thousand,  and  a  Rural  Death  Rate  of  0-46  per  thousand,  against  1-46  and 
0-64  respectively  in  1909. 

The  Urban  Rate  is  the  lowe  recorded  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1894  when  it  was 
0-89,  it  is  0-14  lower  than  that  foi  J09,  0-42  lower  than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years 
for  the  County,  0-27  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period,  and  0-33 
higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  19 10. 

The  Rural  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1905,  when  it  was 
exactly  the  same,  it  is  0-18  lower  than  that  for  1909,  0-22  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  1-13  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
same  period,  and  0-53  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1910. 

Of  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  there  were  201,  against  203  in  1909,  giv  ing  a  Phthisical 
Death  Rate  of  0-74  per  thousand  against  0-76  in  1909,  and  is  the  lowest  recorded. 

Of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  788  against  755  in  1909,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  per  one  thousand  births  registered  of  110-44  against  105-95  in  1909. 
This  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  with  the  exception  of  last  year.  The  rate  for  England  and 

Wales  in  1910  was  106.

The  Birth  Rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1910  was  24-8  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
which  is  0-8  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1909,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on 
record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1900-1909,  the  Birth  Rate  in  1910 
showed  a  decrease  of  2-7  per  thousand. 

The  Death  Rate  in  1910  was  13-4  per  thousand,  which  was  1-1  per  thousand  below  the 
rate  in  1909,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record,  compared  with  the  average 
rate  in  the  ten  years  1900-1909,  the  Death  Rate  in  1910  showed  a  decrease  of  2-4  per  thousand. 

The  Rate  of  Mortality  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  one  thousand  registered 
births  was  106,  which  is  three  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1909.  The  rate  in  1910  was 
lower  than  in  any  other  year  on  record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1900- 
1909,  the  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  in  1910  showed  a  decrease  of  26  per  thousand. 

The  Death  Rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was  0-99  per  thousand,  against  1-28 
1-84  and  1-13  respectively  in  the  three  preceding  years.

Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  84  Districts,  624  cases  being  reported  with  10  deaths.  The  attack 
rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  2-31,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  0-037, 
and  the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  1-60  per  cent. 

Two  cases  in  the  Wath  District,  removed  to  hospital,  at  one  of  the  houses  affected 
there  were  serious  sanitary  defects,  and  the  water  supply  polluted.  Seventeen  in  the 
Whitby  Urban  District,  six  imported,  eight  of  the  cases  occurred  in  four  houses,  twelve 
removed  to  hospital,  no  deaths.  Prevalent  in  a  mild  form  from  January  to  September  in 
the  Malton  Urban  District,  forty  cases  being  reported,  no  deaths,  the  head  teachers  were 
informed  in  all  cases  where  the  disease  appeared  in  scholars  attending  their  respective 
schools,  yet  Dr.  Holt  on  visiting  the  schools  found  one  child  desquamating  and  others  with 
sore  throats,  and  on  visiting  absentees  he  found  two  children  in  separate  houses  suffering 
from  the  disease,  the  parents  were  officially  warned  of  the  danger  incurred  to  other  child¬ 
ren  in  failing  to  notify  the  cases.  Seven  cases  in  the  Pickering  Rural  District.  Seventeen 
cases  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District,  four  removed  to  hospital,  one  occurred  at  East 
Cowton,  one  at  Morton-on-Swale,  seven  at  Osmotherley,  three  being  in  one  house,  one  at 
Thimbleby,  one  at  Ainderby  Steeple,  one  at  Langton,  and  five  at  Danby  Wiske  four  being 
in  one  house,  in  the  case  of  farm  houses  milk  was  dealt  with  elsewhere  or  consumed  on 
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the  farm.  Six  cases  in  the  Scalby  District,  two  removed  to  hospital.  Fifteen  in  the 
Eston  District,  nine  removed  to  hospital,  one  death.  Sixty-five  cases  in  the  Guisborough 
Rural  District,  no  deaths,  twenty-six  occurred  at  New  Marske  in  eighteen  houses,  thirteen 
at  Marske  in  eight  houses,  ten  at  Dunsdale  in  eight  houses,  eleven  in  the  Danby  Parish  in 
eight  houses,  two  at  Kirkleatham  in  one  house,  and  one  each  at  Lackenby,  Lazenby,  and 
Upleatham.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  So  far  as  regards  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  New 
“  Marske,  Marske,  Dunsdale,  and  Kirkleatham,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  disease 
“  originated  in  and  radiated  from  New  Marske.  Of  the  65  cases  49  occurred  in  the  first 
“half  of  the  year.  Of  the  11  in  Danby  parish  10  occurred  in  and  around  Danby  End 
“  and  Ainthorpe,  all  were  reported  within  17  days.  Believing  the  school  at  Danby  to  be 
“  the  centre  of  infection,  I  visited  it  and  made  enquiries,  without  however  obtaining  any 
“  reliable  information.  The  disease  continuing  to  spread  I  again  made  enquiries,  and 
“being  satisfied  of  the  existence  of  mild,  unattended,  and  hence  unreported  cases,  and 
“  that  the  disease  radiated  from  the  school,  I  advised  its  closure.  After  the  closure  not  a 
“single  case  was  notified.”  Forty-two  cases  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District,  four 
removed  to  hospital,  one  death.  Twenty-seven  in  the  Loftus  District,  fourteen  occurred 
at  Skinningrove  in  eleven  houses,  four  at  Carlin  How,  three  at  Loftus,  and  two  at  Liverton 
Mines.  Twenty-one  in  the  Redcar  District,  sixteen  removed  to  hospital,  one  death.  Two 
cases  at  Saltburn,  and  fifty-seven  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District,  two  deaths,  four 
occurred  at  Brotton,  two  at  Boosbeck,  twenty  in  twelve  houses  at  Charlton’s  Cottages, 
fifteen  in  ten  houses  at  Margrove  Park,  thirteen  in  eleven  houses  at  Lingdale,  and  two  at 
North  Skelton.  Nine  cases  in  the  Thirsk  District,  one.  removed  to  hospital,  one  death,  six 
of  the  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  South  Otterington,  and  two  at  intervals  of  two 
months  in  the  Post  Office  there,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  Office  for  a  period  of 
fourteen  days  on  each  occasion.  Two  in  the  Pickering  Urban  District.  Five  in  the 
Leyburn  district,  one  death,  two  cases  occurred  at  Leyburn,  and  one  each  at  Hunton, 
Coverdale,  and  Constable  Burton.  Eleven  cases  in  the  Ormesby  District,  one  removed  to 
hospital,  two  occurred  in  one  house  at  Nunthorpe,  one  at  Old  Ormesby,  one  at  Cargo 
Fleet,  and  the  remainder  at  North  Ormesby.  Twenty-four  in  the  Flaxton  District,  fifteen 
removed  to  hospital,  no  deaths,  Dr.  Raimes  writes,  “  on  the  28th  of  April,  whilst  examining 
“  the  children  attending  the  Huntington  School,  I  heard  of  an  absent  child  suffering  from 
“  illness,  and,  on  visiting  the  case,  I  found  it  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  along  with  another 
“  child  in  the  same  house,  a  third  I  discovered  in  the  “  peeling  ”  stage  attending  school.  The 
“  origin  of  the  outbreak  was  traceable  to  a  boy  who  came  from  Malton  to  reside  at  Hunting- 
“  ton.  The  mother  admitted  to  the  Inspector  that  the  lad  had  been  ill,  had  had  a 
“  rash,  and  that  his  feet  “peeled,”  this  boy  was  a  playmate  of  the  affected  children.” 
Two  cases  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  Twenty-one  in  the  Malton  Rural  District, 
no  deaths  ;  Dr.  Colby  writes,  “  I  have  no  doubt  there  are  parents,  apart  from  the  really 
“  ignorant,  who  shut  their  eyes  to  the  existence  of  a  rash  and  its  possibilities,  and  their 
“  line  of  argument  is  as  follows :  —  Mrs.  A.  being  conscientious  calls  in  a  doctor,  her  child 
“  is  notified,  the  others  are  debarred  from  school,  perhaps  her  husband  from  work.  If  she 
“  sells  milk,  or  has  any  business,  it  is  much  interfered  with,  or  stopped,  and  all  this  goes 
“  on  for  some  time  after  the  sick  child  is  apparently  well.  Finally  she  has  to  be  disin- 
“  fected,  which  she  also  does  not  like.  On  the  other  hand,  Mrs.  B.  says  her  little  boy  has 
“  ‘  a  bit  o’  cold,’  takes  little  or  no  care,  and  after  a  day,  or  perhaps  two,  he  returns  to 
“  school,  and  there  is  an  end  of  it,  till  another  develops  a  “  stomach  rash,”  and'  the  treat- 
“  ment  is  repeated.  No  inconvenience  or  loss  of  any  kind  unless  one  of  the  two  is 
“  detected,  after  three  weeks,  by  the  teacher  or  inspector,  and  even  then  his  isolation  is 
“  much  shorter  or  very  perfunctory,  as  it  must  be  in  some  cottages.”  Four  cases  in  the 
Northallerton  Urban  District,  two  removed  to  hospital.  Fifteen  in  the  Bedale  District, 
no  deaths.  Forty-two  in  the  Thornaby-on-Tees  District,  five  removed  to  hospital,  no 
deaths.  Nine  in  the  Masham  District.  Fifteen  in  the  Stokesley  District,  six  removed  to 
hospital,  six  of  the  cases  occurred  at  Yarm,  two  each  at  Great  Ayton,  Stokesley  and 
Rounton,  and  one  each  at  Worsall,  Sexhow,  and  Nunthorpe.  Twenty-four  in  the  Aysgarth 
District,  no  deaths,  West  Burton  and  Bainbridge  Schools  closed.  Seven  cases  in  the 
Hinderwell  District.  Three  in  the  Kirbymoorside  District.  Eight  in  the  Scarborough 
Rural  District,  one  death.  Seven  in  the  Startforth  District,  four  removed  to  hospital. 
Twenty-eight  cases  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District,  one  death, 
the  outbreak  originated  from  an  unrecognised  case  in  the  Ellerby  School.  Nine  cases  in 
the  Easingwold  District.  Twenty-one  in  the  Richmond  District,  no  deaths,  the  cases 
occurred  at  Oran,  three  in  one  house,  Gilling,  two  in  one  house,  Black  Hill,  Catterick, 
East  Appleton,  North  Cowton,  Olliver,  Sleegill,  and  Scorton.  Forty  cases  in  the  South 
Bank  in  Normanby  District,  one  death,  they  appeared  to  be  a  continuation  of  an  outbreak 
in  the  previous  December  when  twenty-one  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  occurred  in  35  Districts,  444  cases  being  reported  with 
64  deaths.  The  attack  rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  D64,  the  death 
rate  per  thousand  0-23,  and  the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  14-41  per  cent. 

One  death  was  registered  under  the  head  of  “  Croup.” 

Two  cases  in  the  Wath  District.  Twenty-one  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District,  two  of 
which  however  proved  not  to  be  Diphtheria,  and  three  imported,  ten  removed  to  hospital, 
no  deaths,  Dr.  Tinley  writes,  “  Then  I  got  a  small  group  of  children,  who  apparently  had 
“  been  infected  from  a  small  boy  at  school,  on  making  the  usual  enquiries  I  found  that 
“  these  children  were  in  the  same  class  at  school,  and  on  examining  the  members  of 
“  this  class  I  came  across  a  small  boy  who  had  never  been  off  school  but  who  looked 
“  seedy,  I  took  a  swab  from  his  throat  and  it  was  found  to  contain  the  diphtheria  bacillus, 
“  I  excluded  this  boy  from  school,  and  have  had  no  further  cases  from  this  source  since. 
“  I  had  all  the  slates  disinfected,  and  all  wooden  things  that  the  children  played  with 
“burnt.”  Two  cases  in  the  Malton  Urban  District.  Twenty  in  the  Pickering.  Rural 
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District,  two  deaths,  eight  cases  occurred  within  one  week  at  Thornton  Dale,  the  school 
at  Marton  where  two  deaths  occurred  was  closed,  and  disinfected,  whilst  all  books,  etc., 
which  could  not  be  efficiently  dealt  with  were  destroyed.  Eighteen  in  the  Northallerton 
Rural  District,  four  removed  to  hospital,  one  death,  eight  occurred  at  Osmotherley  four 
being  in  one  house,  two  at  Great  Smeaton,  two  at  Appleton  Wiske,  one  at  Low  Moor,  one 
at  Danby  Wiske,  two  at  Borrowby,  one  at  Cowton  East,  and  one  at  Romanby.  Of  the 
Great  Smeaton  cases  Dr.  Hutchinson  writes,  “  These  cases  were  most  probably  due  to 
“  stinking  town  refuse,  which  had  been  carted  on  to  land  adjoining  the  road,  and  left 
“  there  for  days,  no  other  local  cause  was  discovered.  Notices  are  now  posted  through- 
“  out  the  area  calling  upon  farmers  to  plough  in  all  such  refuse.”  Of  the  Danby  Wiske 
cases,  “  one  case  at  Danby  Wiske,  probably  due  to  keeping  poultry  too  near  the  house. 
“  In  1906  seven  cases  occurred  in  this  house,  and  the  outbreak  was  attributed  to  the  too 
“  close  proximity  and  overstocking  of  a  poultry  run,  where  fowls  had  previously  died  of 
“  a  throat  disease,  probably  of  the  same  nature.”  One  case  in  the  Scalby  District. 
Nineteen  in  the  Eston  District,  twelve  removed  to  hospital,  four  deaths,  writing  on  the 
administration  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin,  Dr.  Fulton  says,  “  During  the  seven  years  (1903 
“to  1909)  we  have  had  194  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  to  us.  Of  these  119  cases  were 
“  treated  at  their  own  homes  where  antitoxin  is  seldom  or  never  used,  as  we  have  a  working 
“class  population,  and  the  price  of  serum  was  prohibitive  11/-  for  4,000  units,  a  very 
“  ordinary  dose,  and  we  had  17  deaths.  The  other  75  cases  were  treated  at  our  sanatorium 
“  where  serum  is  always  used,  and  we  had  three  deaths  (and  the  sanatorium  cases  are  the 
“bad  cases,  as  parents  don’t  care  to  let  mild  cases  go  there).  Now  this  is  over  a  period 
“  of  seven  years.  To  watch  cases  of  Diphtheria  clear  up  after  injection  is  most  interesting 
“  and  wonderful.  I  am  so  impressed  with  its  curative  powers  if  given  early,  that  I  think 
“it  is  almost  criminal  to  withhold  it.”  Twenty  cases  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District, 
three  deaths,  one  death  was  also  registered  “  Croup,”  seven  of  the  cases  occurred  in  six 
houses  at  Marske,  six  in  five  houses  at  New  Marske,  two  at  Lackenby,  two  in  one  house 
at  Castleton,  and  one  each  at  Boulby,  Pinchingthorpe,  and  Kirkleatham.  Twenty-seven 
cases  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District,  one  removed  to  hospital,  two  deaths,  Dr.  Stain- 
thorpe  writes,  “  Of  the  twenty-seven  cases  (in  twenty-three  houses)  of  Diphtheria 
“  seventeen  occurred  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  The  disease  was  not 
“  confined  to  any  one  part  of  the  district.  The  main  factor  in  its  spread  there 
“  is  reason  to  believe  was  the  occurrence  of  missed  mild  cases  among  children  of 
“  school  age,  the  infection  being  conveyed  from  the  sick  to  the  healthy  at  school.  I 
“  drew  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Medical  Inspector  of  School  Children  to  this.”  Five  in 
the  Loftus  District,  one  death.  Fifty-two  in  the  Redcar  District,  four  deaths,  the  cases 
occurred  in  forty-six  houses,  ten  were  reported  during  the  first  three  months,  nine  in  the 
second,  four  in  the  third,  and  twenty-nine  in  the  last  quarter.  The  cases  were  distributed 
all  over  the  town.  Up  to  the  last  w?eek  in  November  there  was  no  indication  that  school 
influence  was  a  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease,  of  the  cases  reported  between  November 
21st  and  December  8th,  the  majority  occurred  among  children  attending  the  Infant 
Department  of  the  West  Dyke  School.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  At  my  suggestion  the 
“  local  Medical  Inspector  of  School  Children  examined  several  children  who  had  ‘  sore 
“  throat.’  Of  those  who  were  sent  home  because  of  the  suspicious  throat  condition 
“  several  I  am  informed  returned  to  school  a  few  days  later.  On  December  9th  I  advised 
“  closure  of  the  Infant  department — on  the  17th  the  County  Medical  Officer  advised  closure 
“  of  the  whole  school.  Between  November  21st  and  December  8th  eleven  cases  had  been 
“  reported.  During  the  eight  days  which  elapsed  between  the  closure  of  the  one  depart- 
“  ment  and  the  complete  closure  of  the  school  only  one  case  was  notified,  this  child  it  was 
“  evident  had  contracted  the  disease  before  the  Infant  department  was  closed.  All  the 
“school  rooms  were  disinfected.  Since  its  re-opening  (January  10th)  cases  have  occurred 
“  in  two  houses  among  children  attending  the  school,  but  in  each  instance  the  first  child 
“  attacked  had  not  attended  the  school  since  its  closure  on  December  9th.  I  wish  to 
“  emphasise  this  as  owing  to  a  communication  which  appeared  in  one  of  the  newspapers 
“  it  was  assumed  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  the  condition  of  the  school  premises.  The 
“  statement  made  as  to  state  of  the  drains  was  inaccurate.  The  type  of  closet  in  use, 
“  ordinary  metal  pails  ■without  the  use  of  absorbent  material  (approved  of,  presumably,  by 
“  the  Board  of  Education  as  the  building  is  of  recent  structure)  is  most  objectionable. 
“  But  the  assumption  that  Diphtheria  was  conveyed  from  child  to  child  through  the 
“  medium  of  the  closets  is  without  basis.  In  the  majority  of  cases  this  disease  spreads 
“  from  the  infected  to  the  healthy  by  direct  contact.  Given  the  presence  of  a  child  in  an 
“  infectious  condition  at  school  is  it  not  much  more  reasonable  to  presume  that  such  child 
“  infects  it  fellow  scholars  by  direct  contact  than  by  indirect  ?  That  during  the  latter  part 
“  of  November  some  infected  child  was  in  attendance  at  the  West  Dyke  School  there  is 
“  little  doubt.  There  is  abundant  evidence  that  for  some  time  past  many  cases  have 
“  occurred  in  which  the  usual  throat  conditions  were  either  entirely  absent  or  so  ill-defined 
“  as  to  render  diagnosis  (without  a  bacteriological  examination)  difficult  if  not  impossible. 
“This  has  been  the  experience  of  all  the  practitioners.”  Seven  cases  in  the  Saltburn 
District,  one  death,  and  eight  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District,  two  deaths,  three 
occurred  in  two  houses  at  Margrove  Park,  one  each  at  Boosbeck,  Brotton,  North  Skelton, 
Skelton,  and  one  in  a  farm  house.  Six  cases  in  the  Thirsk  District,  two  deaths,  one 
case  (fatal)  occurred  in  Thirsk,  two  in  Sowerby,  two  (one  fatal)  in  Knayton,  and  one  in 
Upsall.  Two  cases  (both  fatal)  in  the  Pickering  Urban  District.  Five  cases  in  the 
Levburn  District,  three  occurred  at  West  Witton  and  two  at  Middleliam,  there  were  two 
deaths.  Twenty-eight  in  the  Ormesby  District,  six  removed  to  hospital,  six  deaths ;  Dr. 
Jackson  writes,  “  Anti-toxin  when  given  at  the  commencement  of  Diphtheria  is  successful 
“  in  nearly  all  ordinary  cases,  and  it  is  with  the  view  of  its  early  administration  that  the 
“  Council  decided  to  supply  it  free  of  charge  to  all  patients  who  could  not  reasonably 
“  afford  to  pay  for  it  themselves.  With  very  severe  laryngeal  cases,  the  patient  usually 
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“  dies  before  the  Antitoxin  has  had  time  to  do  its  beneficial  work.”  Seven  in  the  Flaxton 
District,  three  removed  to  Hospital,  two  deaths,  in  four  cases  insanitary  conditions  were 
present.  Six  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District,  two  removed  to  hospital,  one  death, 
two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Linthorpe  Parish,  two  at  Stainton,  one  at  Hemlington, 
and  one  at  Maltby,  Stainton  School  closed  for  four  weeks.  Two  cases  in  the  Malton  Rural 
District.  Seven  in  the  Northallerton  Urban  District,  two  removed  to  hospital,  one  death  ; 
Dr.  Baigent  writes,  “when  these  cases  occur  in  the  town  it  may  generally  be  noticed 
“  there  are  others  in  the  surrounding  districts  far  removed  and  not  connected  in  any  way  with 
“  each  other.  Outbreaks  of  this  kind  appear  to  be  determined  by  atmospheric  conditions 
“suitable  for  their  spread.  Given  suitable  surroundings,  the  right  amount  of  tempera- 
“  ture,  moisture  with  absence  of  sunshine,  appear  only  to  be  required  to  produce  a  crop  of 
“  cases  totally  unconnected  with  each  other.”  Four  cases  in  the  Bedale  District,  one 
imported,  one  death.  Twenty-five  in  the  Helmsley  District,  two  deaths,  all  the  cases 
were  connected  with  the  Helmsley  Wesleyan  School,  where  all  the  sanitary  arrangements 
were  satisfactory,  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  Antitoxin  was  used  with 
success.  Dr.  Porter  writes,  “  In  this  outbreak  the  absence  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  was 
“  severly  felt.  I  have  many  years  suggested  a  hospital  of  this  kind,  but  no  effective  steps 
“  have  been  taken.  In  one  case  there  were  two  families  numbering  nine  people  in  three 
“  rooms,  a  family  having  taken  three  friends  in  before  the  disease  commenced,  and  when 
“one  of  the  children  showed  signs  of  the  disease  it  could  not  be  isolated.”  Twenty-nine 
cases  in  the  Thornaby-on-Tees  District,  twenty-two  of  which  were  notified  as  Diphtheria 
and  seven  Membranous  Croup,  two  removed  to  hospital,  seven  deaths.  One  case  in  the 
Masham  District.  Ten  in  the  Stokesley  District,  three  being  at  Bilsdale,  the  others  being 
in  different  parts  of  the  district,  two  deaths.  One  in  the  Aysgarth  District.  Three  cases 
in  the  Hinderwell  District,  one  death.  Nineteen  in  the  Kirbymoorside  District,  one  death, 
of  two  which  occurred  at  Kirbymoorside,  one  an  invalid  is  supposed  to  have  contracted 
the  disease  from  ice  he  was  sucking.  Dr.  Tetley  writes,  “  Four  cases  were  reported  in 
“  June  from  the  village  of  Great  Edstone.  The  filthy  condition  of  the  village  pond  was 
“  responsible  for  the  source  of  infection  in  these  cases.  Nine  cases  were  reported  in  August 
“  occurring  in  the  village  of  East  Ness,  with  one  death.  The  infected  cases  occurred  in 
“  three  houses,  and  the  infection  possibly  arose  from  the  stagnant  water  and  dirt  around 
“  and  below  the  cottages.  The  cottages  are  overcrowded  and  insanitary.  There  is  no 
“  water  supply  and  the  condition  of  the  property  has  been  previously  condemned.”  Two 
cases  in  the  Scarborough  Rural  District.  Eight  in  the  Startforth  District,  two  removed 
to  hospital,  one  death,  three  cases  occurred  in  one  house  in  Lunedale.  Nine  in  the  Whitby 
Rural  District,  they  occurred  in  four  distinct  groups,  with  apparently  no  connection  with 
each  other.  Seventeen  in  the  Easingwold  District,  two  deaths.  I'our  in  the  Richmond 
District,  two  deaths,  the  cases  occurred  at  Hartforch,  Little  Houses,  Easby  and  Sleegill. 
Forty-seven  cases  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  nine  deaths.  Dr.  Glen  writes, 
“  In  regard  to  the  causation  of  Diphtheria  there  is  the  same  peculiarity  during  1910  as 
“  has  been  noted  in  previous  years,  that  the  great  majority  of  cases  occur  in  houses 
“  either  of  recently  built  houses,  or  in  houses  of  comparative  recent  origin.  In  a  great 
“  many  cases  the  school  is  blamed  as  the  place  of  origin  of  the  disease,  yet  it  seems  strange 
“  that  children  attending  school  and  living  in  the  oldest-built  houses  have  the  disease 
“  seldomest.” 

Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in  24  districts,  102  cases  being  reported  with  23  deaths.  The  attack 
rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  0'37,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  0-08,  and 
the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  22-54  per  cent. 

There  were  also  15  cases  of  Continued  Fever  notified  with  one  death. 

Five  cases  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District,  four  removed  to  hospital,  Dr.  Tinley  writing 
on  the  cases  which  have  occurred  in  his  district  during  1909  and  1910,  says,  “  Then  we 
“  had  a  series  of  cases  which  centred  round  a  certain  milk  supply,  and  all  were  infected  in 
“  the  course  of  two  or  three  days  apparently.  I  had  certain  alterations  done  in  the  farm 
•‘premises,  and  1  heard  no  more  of  Typhoid  from  August  of  last  year  until  June  of  this 
“year  (1910),  when  I  had  a  notification  in  the  case  of  a  sailor  who  had  come  home  ill. 
“  In  the  middle  of  August  I  had  a  notification  in  a  resident  and  I  have  been  quite  unable 
“  to  trace  the  origin  of  this  case  and  cannot  in  any  way  connect  it  with  the  milk  cases 
“  that  we  had  last  year,  although  I  have  gone  very  carefully  into  the  matter,  this  boy  was 
“  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  did  very  well.  I  then  had  two  cases  notified  in 
“  beptember  but  I  think  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  one  of  these  was  a  case  of  mistaken 
“  diagnosis,  the  other  one  was  the  maid  on  the  farm  which  supplied  the  offending  milk 
“  last  year,  she  was  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  after  a  very  prolonged  and  serious  illness 

“  she  recovered,  there  were  no  further  cases  in  this  connection  at  this  time . I  was 

“  not  able  to  get  any  further  information  which  was  of  value  in  the  investigations,  but  I 
“  reported  the  matter  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  said  that  I  thought  there  must 
“  be  a  “  carrier  ”  case  somewhere  about  which  was  causing  these  recurrences.  On 
“  November  4th  I  had  another  notification  and  in  this  instance  there  was  evidence  that 
“  the  patient  had  eaten  some  butter  which  was  supposed  to  come  from  this  same  farm,  I 
“  again  wrote  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  asked  if  they  would  let  me  have  an 
“Inspector  down  to  help  in  the  investigations,  and  in  November  Dr.  Manby  came  and 
“  with  me  spent  about  three  days  going  into  every  detail  in  connection  with  these  cases 
“  especially  in  regard  to  the  question  of  a  carrier  case.  We  eventually  came  across  a 
“  man  who  had  been  employed  upon  the  farm  as  an  occasional  hand,  and  we  found  him 
“  ill  in  bed  suffering  from  what  might  possibly  be  Typhoid  Fever,  but  with  marked  Bneu- 
“  monia,  and  he  gave  a  history  of  having  been  ill  two  years  ago  with  “  Rheumatism  and 
“  Diarrhoea,”  and  it  is  a  curious  thing  that  the  tw'O  outbreaks  of  Typhoid  in  connection 
“  with  this  farm  have  occurred  after  he  has  been  there  working.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
“  the  matter  is  still  under  investigation,  but  there  are  certain  things  which  point  very 
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“  strongly  to  the  attack  that  this  man  had  about  two  years  ago  having  been  Typhoid,  and 
“also  that  he  had  been  the  carrier,  but  of  this  we  are  not  certain  until  the  investigations 
“have  gone  further.  We  have  had  Urine  and  Faeces  from  all  those  who  are  engaged  on 
“  the  farm,  and  also  of  the  suspicious  man,  sent  up  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
“  Laboratories,  and  some  more  are  due  to  go  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  matter  has 
“  caused  a  great  deal  of  anxious  and  worrying  work,  but  if  we  can  get  to  the  end  of  the 
“  trouble  the  time  will  have  been  well  spent.  I  may  say  that  these  carrier  cases  are 
“capable  of  discharging  the  infectious  bacilli  in  the  urine  and  fteces  for  many  years,  and 
“  that  although  they  are  not  suffering  from  the  disease  in  an  active  form,  yet  they  are 
“  capable  of  infecting  other  people,  and  I  think  we  shall  probably  find  that  these  cases, 
“  which  the  Local  Government  Board  is  spending  a  great  deal  of  time  and  money  in 
“investigating,  are  the  source  of  many  obscure  outbreaks  of  Typhoid,  although  it  is 
“  obvious  that  it  is  not  at  all  easy  to  discover  them.”  One  case  in  the  Malton  Urban 
District,  and  one  in  the  Pickering  Rural  District.  One  in  the  Northallerton  Rural 
District  in  the  person  of  an  attendant  at  the  railway  station,  probably  due  to  faulty  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  discharge  from  the  closets  there.  Eight  cases 
of  Typhoid  in  the  Eston  District,  four  removed  to  hospital,  six  deaths,  and  two  cases  of 
Continued  Fever  both  removed  to  hospital,  Dr.  Fulton  writes,  “  The  cases  occurred  at 
“  intervals  during  the  year,  not  at  any  particular  time.  They  were  all  bad  cases,  due,  in 
“  my  opinion,  to  food  contamination,  but  I  couldn’t  find  a  common  cause,  and  were 
“  peculiar  as  the  deaths  were  mostly  due  to  licemorrhage  or  perforation.  There  was 
“  usually  a  history  of  having  eaten  something  away  from  home,  and  coming  home  sick 
“  and  the  patient  seriously  ill  from  the  first,  and  this  is  not  usual  in  typhoid.”  Two  cases 
in  one  house  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District,  the  first  undoubtedly  imported,  the 
second  contracted  from  the  first.  One,  imported,  in  the  Redcar  District,  and  three  in  the 
Skelton  and  Brotton  District,  one  being  at  Brotton,  one  at  Lingdale,  and  one  at  North 
Skelton.  One  case  in  the  Thirsk  District.  One,  fatal,  in  the  Pickering  Urban  District. 
Six  cases  in  the  Leyburn  District,  one  death,  one  occurred  at  East  Witton,  two  at  Middle- 
ham,  and  three  at  Newton-le- Willows  due  to  a  cesspool  since  removed.  Sixteen  in  the 
Ormesby  District,  eleven  removed  to  hospital,  no  deaths,  Dr.  Jackson  in  a  special  report 
on  the  cases,  writes,  “It  is  now  known  that  certain  people  who  have  had  Typhoid  Fever, 
“  continue  to  be  a  source  of  danger  to  the  community  by  regularly  or  more  often  inter- 
“  mittently  discharging  typhoid  bacilli  in  their  excreta  for  a  long  time  (even  years)  after 
“  recovering  from  their  illness.  These  persons  are  called  “  Carrier  Cases.”  ....  In  the 
“absence  of  a  “Carrier  Case”  I  think  the  probable  cause  of  so  many  cases  in 
“  this  locality,  especially  at  48  and  51,  Hymers  Street  was  a  mild  and  unrecognised 
“  case  of  Typhoid  Fever.”  Four  in  the  Flaxton  District,  two  removed  to  hospital, 
the  first  occurred  at  Upper  Helmsley,  the  ashpit  was  defective  and  insanitary 
but  has  been  since  remedied,  the  second  at  Haxby  where  the  water  obtained 
from  a  surface  well  was  found  to  be  impure,  since  the  occurrence  of  this  case  the  York 
water  has  been  laid  on,  and  the  third  and  fourth  in  the  North  Riding  Asylum.  One  case 
in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  Five  in  the  Malton  Rural  District,  four  being  in 
one  house  at  Lower  Hutton,  where  the  village  pump  has  long  been  labelled  “  dangerous.” 
One  in  the  Northallerton  Urban  District,  removed  to  hospital,  probably  contracted  at  work, 
fatal.  Seven  in  the  Bedale  District,  all  removed  to  hospital,  the  cases  occurred  in  Leeming 
five  being  in  one  house,  three  deaths,  three  of  the  cases  in  the  house  above-mentioned 
were  due  to  actual  contact  with  the  first  two  cases,  wThich  together  with  the  remaining  two 
cases  were  probably  due  to  infected  water.  Dr.  Eddison  writes,  “  The  first  outbreak  is 
“  more  difficult  to  account  for,  but  it  may  be  explained  as  follows ; — There  is  a  pump  three' 
“  houses  beyond  Mrs.  W.’s  house.  This  pump  was  used  by  Mrs.  D.B.  and  family  as  their 
“  own  was  “  not  nice,”  by  Mrs.  W.  because  it  was  convenient,  and  by  J.B.  because  he  was 
“  very  fond  of  cold  water  and  passed  it  on  his  way  home.  Very  few  of  the  other  inhabitants 
“  of  Leeming  use  this  well.  After  the  outbreak  it  was  found  that  a  road  drain,  being 
“  stopped  up,  was  overflowing  into  this  well.  Now  Leeming  lies  on  a  high  road  much  used, 
“  and  to  my  mind  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  travelling  individual  suffering  from  enteric 
“  fever  may  have  deposited  infectious  material  near  this  pump,  particularly  as  it  is  in  the 
“yard  of  an  Inn.”  Fourteen  cases  in  the  Thornaby-on-Tees  District,  one  removed  to 
hospital,  four  deaths,  special  lidded  pans  with  disinfectants  are  supplied  and  removed  every 
other  day.  Three  in  the  Stokesley  District,  two  deaths.  Five  in  the  Aysgarth  District, 
one  death.  One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  four  of  Continued  Fever  in  the  Scarborough 
Rural  District.  Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  one  of  Continued  Fever  in  the  Whitby 
Rural  District.  One  in  the  Easingwold  District,  fatal.  Twelve  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
and  eight  of  Continued  Fever  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  three  deaths  from 
the  former  and  one  from  the  latter. 

Small  Pox.  On  two  occasions  during  the  year  cases  occurred  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District 
in  the  first,  two  sailors  were  landed  from  a  small  fishing  boat,  and  in  the  second  a  woman 
who  takes  in  washing  suffered,  they  were  isolated  in  hospital,  contacts  vaccinated,  and 
clothing  burned. 

Measles  were  reported  from  14  Districts,  the  number  of  deaths  being  23,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  0-08  per  thousand. 

Epidemic  during  December  at  Reeth  and  Fremington  in  the  Reeth  District,  schools 
closed.  One  death  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District.  Prevalent  at  Ebberston  in  the 
Pickering  Rural  District,  school  closed.  Five  deaths  in  the  Eston  District,  Eston  School 
closed.  One  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District.  Epidemic  during  the  whole  of  the  year 
in  the  Thirsk  District,  being  introduced  into  Thirsk  and  Dalton  from  outside  the  district 
and  spreading  to  the  surrounding  villages,  schools  at  Newby  Wiske,  South  Otterington, 
Dalton,  Carlton  Miniott,  Thirsk  Infants  and  Boltby  closed,  one  death.  Several  small

outbreaks  in  the  Ormesby  District,  three  deaths.  One  death  in  the  Flaxton  District, 
schools  closed  at  Wigginton,  Haxby,  and  Harton.  Prevalent  at  Stainton  and  neighbour- 
hood  jin  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District,  school  closed  for  four  weeks.  One  death  in 
the  Malton  Rural  District.  Three  in  the  Thornaby-on-Tees  District.  Outbreak  at 
Fairthorne  in  the  Masham  District,  school  closed.  Prevalent  in  the  Stokesley  District, 
schools  closed  at  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Nunthorpe,  Carlton,  and  Stokesley.  Prevalent  in  the 
Startforth  District.  Two  deaths  in  the  Easingwold  District.  Very  prevalent  in  the  South 
Bank  in  Normanby  District  during  the  latter  end  of  the  year,  five  deaths,  Infant  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Normanby  School  closed. 

Whooping  Cough  was  reported  from  18  Districts,  the  number  of  deaths  being  52,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  0T9  per  thousand. 

One  death  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District  and  one  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District. 
Three  in  the  (iuisborough  Rural  District,  one  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District,  prevalent 
during  November  and  December  in  the  Loftus  District,  twelve  deaths,  the  type  being  of 
unusual  severity,  Infants’  School  closed,  one  death  in  the  Redcar  District,  and  seven  in 
the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District.  Prevalent  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the  Thirsk 
District,  one  death.  Dr.  Jackson,  Ormesby,  writes,  “  Whooping  Cough  has  been  more 
“  severe  and  persistent  and  has  been  responsible  for  ten  deaths  from  lung  complications. 
‘  Children  with  Whooping  Cough,  and  those  in  the  early  and  late  stages  of  Measles  are 
“  allowed  to  go  out  in  all  weathers,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  number  get  bronchitis 
“  and  pneumonia.  These  diseases  are  comparatively  harmless  if  the  patient  is  properly 
“  nursed  in  a  suitably  heated  room.”  Schools  closed  at  Stockton-on -Forest  and  Haxby 
in  the  Flaxton  District.  One  death  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  One  death  in 
the  Northallerton  Urban  District.  One  in  the  Helmsley  District,  five  in  the  Thornaby-on- 
Tees  District,  and  one  in  the  Stokesley  District.  One  in  the  Aysgarth  District,  two  in 
the  Hinderwell  District,  two  in  the  Richmond  District,  and  prevalent  in  the  South  Bank 
in  Normanby  District. 

Diaekhgsa  caused  70  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0-25  per  thousand. 

Two  deaths  in  the  Malton  Urban  District,  one  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District, 
and  eight  in  the  Eston  District.  Three  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District,  one  in  the 
Loftus  District,  three  in  the  Redcar  District,  one  in  the  Saltburn  District,  and  four  in  the 
Skelton  and  Brotton  District.  Two  in  the  Thirsk  District,  one  in  the  Pickering  Urban 
District,  nine  in  the  Ormesby  District,  and  one  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  Two 
in  the  Northallerton  Urban  District,  nineteen  in  the  Thornaby-on-Tees  District,  one  in 
the  Masham  District,  two  in  the  Stokesley  District,  and  ten  in  the  South  Bank  in 
Normanby  District. 

Water  Supplies. 

A  water  supply  at  Healaugh  in  the  Reeth  District  was  polluted  with  night  soil  by 
some  malicious  person.  In  the  Wath  District  the  supply  to  a  house  in  which  a  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  occurred  was  found  to  be  polluted,  a  new  well  of  a  depth  of  190  feet  was 
sunk.  In  the  Pickering  Rural  District  the  supply  to  Lockton  and  Newton  is  rain  water 
gathered  in  cisterns,  and  to  Wilton  and  Marton  surface  wells.  In  the  Northallerton  Rural 
.District  the  supply  at  East  Cowton  has  been  augmented  from  a  private  well,  a  scheme  for 
Nether  Silton  has  received  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  contracts  let, 
at  West  Rounton  the  water  is  difficult  to  raise  from  the  well  and  is  of  doubtful  quality, 
and  at  Borrowby  the  well  supplying  the  North  End  is  unreliable,  but  at  the  low  end  of 
the  village  is  a  spring  of  great  force  and  volume  which  could  be  utilised  by  means  of  a 
ram.  In  the  Guisborough  Rural  District  a  scheme  for  supplying  Ainthorpe  Irom  a  spring 
by  stand-pipes  has  recently  been  carried  out,  should  it  be  found  practicable  it  is  proposed 
to  supply  Denby  End  in  the  same  way  from  the  same  source.  In  the  Guisborough  Urban 
District  the  supply  during  the  summer  months  has  not  been  satisfactory,  containing  a 
large  amount  of  organic  matter,  a  few  years  ago  patent  filters  were  erected,  but  these 
apparently  are  insufficient.  Cases  of  lead  poisoning  occurred  in  two  houses.  The  Water 
Company  is  applying  for  a  Provisional  Order  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the  works  necessary 
to  provide  a  water  of  good  quality.  In  the  Redcar  District  a  second  bore-hole  is  being 
sunk  in  order  to  augment  the  supply.  In  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  the  construction  of  a  covered  reservoir — fed  by  a  spring — at  Moorsholm, 
and  the  laying  of  pipes  therefrom  to  standpipes.  In  the  Leyburn  District  the  supply  at 
Hunton  has  been  condemned,  several  attempts  to  find  a  new  supply  have  been  frustrated 
by  inability  to  secure  possession  of  the  springs,  that  of  Fingliall  is  from  shallow  wells 
being  most  undesirable,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  storage  at  Leyburn,  and  at  Garriston 
the  well  is  apt  to  run  dry  in  summer.  Dr.  Jackson,  Ormesby,  writes,  “  The  water  from 
“  the  Tees  Valley  is  plentiful  in  quantity,  soft  and  constant  supply.  In  these  Reports 
“  comment  has  been  made  on  the  variations  in  quality  due  to  rate  of  filtration.  Last 
“  year  Dr.  Fletcher  in  his  Report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  stated  that  two  samples 
“had  been  unfavourably  reported  on  by  Dr.  Thresh.”  Dr.  Colby,  Malton  Rural,  writes, 
“  A  scheme  for  the  supply  of  Hutton  with  water  wras  in  view  some  years  ago,  it  fell 
“  through,  but  is  going  on  again  now,  but  no  scheme  of  water  supply  will  be  complete 
“  which  does  not  include  High  Hutton  as  well  as  Low.  The  street  villages  are  still 
“  drinking  water  which  has  been  condemned  again  and  again,  which  will  bear  neither 
“  examination  nor  analysis,  which  often  has  to  be  carried  long  distances,  and  in  summer 
“  cannot  be  had  at  all.  What  are  we  waiting  for  ?  The  beneficient  legislator,  who  is 
“  going  to  obliterate  the  riparian  owner  or  his  rights,  or  what.  At  Whitwell,  boring  has 
“  been  done,  and  I  think  the  water  has  been  found,  but  no  analysis  has  been  submitted  to 
“  the  Council.  You  should  know  that  the  lawyers  persistently  wished  you  to  approve  of 
“  their  plans  and  scheme  without  submitting  a  sample  of  water.  Obviously  this  was  the 
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“risk,  which,  on  your  behalf,  I  declined  to  take.”  Dr.  Baigent,  M orthallerton  Urban, 
writes,  “  The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  soft,  clear,  pure,  and  free  from  risks  of  con- 
“  tamination.  The  quantity  however  is  not  sufficient  for  present  requirement,  and  the 
“  new  scheme  for  giving  an  additional  supply  (The  Northallerton  Waterworks  Act,  1909) 
“  is  about  to  be  carried  out.”  In  the  Bedale  District  the  works  for  the  supply  of  Bedale  and 
part  of  Aiskew  are  almost  completed,  Leeming,  Leeming  Bar,  and  Thornton  Watlass  are 
still  in  need  of  an  efficient  supply,  whilst  that  of  Burrill  is  indequate.  In  the  Helmsley 
District  the  pillar  fountains  at  tiarome  are  complained  of  as  being  at  inconvenient  distances, 
and  that  the  water  freezes  in  them  in  severe  cold,  the  supply  to  Old  Byland  is  contaminated 
in  the  open  race,  that  of  Cold  Kirby  is  bad,  the  source  of  the  water  appears  to  be  a  spring 
from  which  the  water  runs  under  the  churchyard,  which  is  used  for  burial,  a  scheme  for 
the  supply  of  Rievaulx  has  been  accepted  by  the  Council.  In  the  Oswaldkirk  Division  of 
the  Helmsley  District,  a  reservoir  of  a  capacity  of  33,000  gallons,  equal  to  a  month’s 
supply,  has  been  provided  at  Oswaldkirk  by  the  owner  of  the  estate,  the  supply  to  Coulton 
is  unsafe  from  contamination,  and  that  to  Cawton  is  from  wells  near  privies,  manured 
gardens,  or  fold  yards.  Of  Oldstead,  Dr.  Porter  writes,  “  I  have  made  a  special  report  of 
“  the  water  supply  of  this  village,  as  well  as  of  the  houses,  over  a  year  ago.  The  water 
“  supply  was  to  have  been  undertaken  at  once,  but  owing  to  a  change  of  ownership,  it 
“  remains  without  being  done,  without  alteration  or  improvement,  and  the  villagers  have 
“  the  same  old  contaminated  troughs.”  In  the  Stokesley  District  the  drinking  water  at 
Potto  Railway  Station  and  Crathorne  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  in  the  former  case 
water  was  brought  in  a  tank  from  Battersby  Junction,  and  in  the  latter  arrangements  are 
being  made  for  a  purer  supply.  Dr.  Yeoman  writes,  “  On  account  of  the  number  of  new 
“  houses  being  built  at  Great  Ayton  it  is  not  wise  to  continue  to  trust  the  water  supply 
“  from  pumps  and  wells.  They  are  liable  to  become  contaminated,  and  it  is  therefore  not 
“  a  reliable  water  supply  as  well  as  not  being  convenient.”  In  the  Aysgarth  District  new 
mains  have  been  laid  at  Burtersett,  the  supply  at  Nappa  Scar  is  unsatisfactory,  Dr.  Hime 
writes,  “  Askrigg  water  supply  is  still  in  the  same  most  unsatisfactory  condition,  several 
“  springs  have  been  gauged,  but  .up  to  the  present  no  satisfactory  supply  has  been  found. 
“  I  consider  the  condition  a  very  grave  one,  and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  attend  to 
“  this  matter  without  delay.”  In  the  Kirbymoorside  District  the  supply  to  Kirbymoorside 
is  deficient,  it  being  necessary  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  to  cut  the  water  off  at 
the  reservoir  throughout  the  night,  a  scheme  however  has  been  adopted  to  supply  the 
town  and  the  parishes  of  Gillamoor  and  Fadmoor.  At  Great  Edstone  the  inhabitants 
are  dependent  on  two  shallow  wells,  often  insufficient  in  the  summer  months  when  water 
from  the  river  is  used,  whilst  Ness  is  without  a  satisfactory  supply,  Dr.  Tetley  suggests 
that  the  mains  be  extended  from  Nunnington.  Dr.  Hicks,  Easingwold,  writes,  “  With 
“  respect  to  Easingwold  much  complaint  has  been  made  as  to  the  hardness  of  its  water, 
“  and  from  time  to  time,  as  now,  I  have  advised  that  it  could  be,  and  ought  to  be  softened, 
“and  I  believe  that  at  the  time  I  write  the  softening  of  it  is  seriously  contemplated.” 
In  the  Richmond  District  the  inhabitants  of  Newsham  are  without  water  within  reasonable 
distance  fit  for  dietetic  purposes,  tenders  have  been  advertised  for  the  provision  of  a  scheme 
for  Gayles,  and  Middleton  Tyas  is  to  be  provided  with  a  supply.  Dr.  Glen,  South  Bank 
in  Normanby,  writes,  “In  the  northern  part  of  the  township  the  water  supply  has  been 
“  satisfactory  in  quantity,  occasionally  it  has  been  slightly  tinged  with  moss  colour,  but 
“  that  did  not  count  for  much  as  against  the  potability  of  the  water  supplied.” 

Sanitary  Work. 

In  the  Reeth  District  there  have  been  several  improvements  in  buildings  at  Reeth, 
Muker,  Craghall,  and  other  parts  of  the  District,  buildings  dangerous  to  the  public  at 
Langthwaite  and  Muker  have  been  attended  to.  In  the  Wath  District  one  case  of  over¬ 
crowding  occurred  in  a  house  in  a  very  dirty  condition,  the  matter  was  remedied,  the 
sewage  tanks  at  Cundall,  Dishforth,  Baldersby,  Wath,  and  Asenby  have  been  cleaned  out, 
the  main  drain  at  Rainton  repaired,  and  a  settling  tank  is  to  be  provided  at  Asenby.  In 
the  Whitby  Urban  District  a  stack  of  property  in  Henrietta  Street,  and  some  tenement 
property  in  Boanson’s  Yard  were  condemned,  and  three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt 
with,  a  few  more  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected,  and  the  outlet  of  the  Bagdale  sewer 
dredged  with  beneficial  results.  In  the  Malton  Urban  District  one  case  of  overcrowding 
is  reported,  Dr.  Holt  writes,  “  The  subject  of  the  housing  of  the  working  classes  in  the 
“  district  has  been  continuously  before  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  I  have  little 
“  hesitation  in  stating  that  the  members  of  such  Council  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that 
“  the  building  of  cottages  is  absolutely  and  urgently  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
“  this  district.  Fortunately  private  enterprise,  as  already  mentioned,  has  provided  some 
“  really  useful  working  class  dwellings,  and  as  there  are  many  small  sites  throughout  the 
“  district  whereon  one  or  two  cottages  might  be  built,  I  trust  that  the  Estate  will  now  take 
“  advantage  of  such,  and  thereby  prevent  the  crowding  together  of  small  dwellings  in  this 
“  district.”  During  August  the  district  was  visited  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  in  order  to  report  upon  the  local  conditions  with  respect  to  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes.  In  the  Pickering  Rural  District  the  main  drain  at  Ebberston  has  been 
extended,  and  the  drains  at  Marion  trapped.  In  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  the  sewer 
at  the  South  End  of  Appleton  Wiske  has  been  extended  by  80  yards  of  9in.  sanitary  pipes, 
at  Osmotherley  and  Borrowby  schemes  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  will  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  difficulties  and  objections  in  regard  to  the  proposed  sites  for  tanks  and  filters  are 
disposed  of.  At  Brompton  the  “  Water  End”  has  been  provided  with  462  yards  of  9in. 
sanitary  sewer  with  cemented  joints  for  the  West  Side,  including  settling  tank  and 
ventilating  shaft  and  three  inspection  chambers,  and  for  the  East  Side  526  yards  of  9in. 
sewer,  together  with  two  settling  tanks,  ventilating  shaft,  and  one  inspection  chamber,  and 
for  Welbury  a  contract  has  been  accepted  for  a  new  9in.  sewer  to  serve  the  North  West 
portion  of  the  village.  The  Willow  Garth  at  Romanby  has  been  underdrained  lor  one-fourth 
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of  its  extent,  but  Dr.  Hutchinson  recommends  that  the  remainder  be  dealt  with  in  order  to 
avoid  “ponding  ”  of  the  sewage,  and  that  a  man  be  employed  to  rest  and  work  alternately 
different  portions  of  the  Garth.  Dr.  Hutchinson  writes,  “  Several  villages  pass  their  sewage 
“  through  interception  tanks,  but  do  not  further  deal  with  it  before  discharging  it  into 
“  streams,  while  others — notably  Osmotherley  and  Borrowby — discharge  sewage  direct  into 

“water  courses . As  already  noted,  schemes  for  dealing  with  sewage  from  these 

44  villages  are  under  consideration.”  In  the  Scalby  District  the  Scarborough  refuse  tip 
caused  complaints,  but  the  Corporation  have  promised  to  look  better  after  it.  In  the 
Guisborough  Rural  District  two  cottages  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation,  one  has 
been  repaired  and  the  other  closed,  the  surface  of  the  playground  at  the  Infant  School, 
Dunsdale,  was  not  satisfactory,  it  has  been  remedied,  the  surfaces  of  the  playgrounds 
of  the  Mixed  and  Infant  Schools,  Marske,  were  in  a  bad  condition,  a  covering 
of  flint  chippings  was  applied  in  each  case,  but  Dr.  Stainthorpe  says,  “  this  certainly 
“  cannot  be  called  an  effective  remedy,”  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  same 
schools  were  inadequate,  but  these  defects  have  been  remedied.  In  the  Guisborough 
Urban  District  there  is  still,  though  to  a  less  extent  than  formerly,  a  lack  of  houses 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  unskilled  worker,  four  cottages  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  habitation,  two  were  repaired  and  two  closed.  In  the  Loftus  District,  Dr.  Stainthorpe 
writes,  “  That  there  is  a  lack  of  house  accommodation  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  ten 
“  per  cent,  of  the  815  houses  visited  by  me  during  the  year  were  occupied  by  two  families. 
“  That  this  lack  is  mainly  confined  to  Carlin  How  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  houses 
“  there  with  two  families,  the  percentage  being  22.  A  large  number  of  houses  are  in 
“  course  of  construction  at  Carlin  How,  some  of  which  are  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton 
44  District.  When  these  and  others,  the  plans  of  which  have  been  passed,  are  erected  it  is 
“hoped  that  the  increased  accommodation  which  the  introduction  of  a  new  industry  (steel 
“  works)  has  rendered  requisite  will  be  met.  The  difficulties  connected  with  the  provision 
“  of  house  accommodation  will  be  better  appreciated  when  it  is  stated  that  some  twenty 
“years  ago  cottages  in  the  Loftus  and  other  districts  could  be  purchased  for  from  £10  to 
“  £20,  and  that  in  Loftus  houses  were  actually  given  away.”  The  internal  condition  of 
the  school  at  Old  Liverton  was  unsatisfactory,  the  requisite  repairs  have  been  carried 
out,  the  playground  of  the  mixed  school,  Loftus,  is  in  an  exceedingly  bad  condition.  In 
the  Redcar  District  ten  cottages  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation.  Eight  were 
two-roomed  and  back-to-back,  the  owner  appealed  to  the  Local  Government  Board  but 
subsequently  withdrew  the  appeal,  they  are  undergoing  the  necessary  repairs,  the  ninth 
was  closed  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  close  the  tenth.  Extensive  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  Redcar  School  are  in  progress.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  I  drew  the 
“  attention  of  the  Local  Education  Authority  to  the  desirability  of  substituting  some 
“  better  t\  pe  of  closet  for  that  at  present  ill  use  at  the  West  Dyke  School,  this  matter  is 
“  under  consideration.”  In  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District  there  is  a  lack  of  house 
accommodation  at  Lingdale,  Margrove  Park,  and  North  Skelton,  forty-nine  houses  were 
built  during  the  year  and  seventy-one  are  in  course  of  erection.  A  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  has  been  made  by  concreting  the  playground  of  the  Brotton  School,  and  extensive 
alterations  are  about  to  be  made  to  the  Lingdale  School.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  the 
“  provision  of  a  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  again  under  consideration.  At  a 
“meeting  of  delegates  from  the  Guisborough,  Redcar,  Saltburn,  and  Skelton  and  Brotton 
“Urban  Councils,  and  from  certain  parishes  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District,  recently 
“  held,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  obtain  such  information  as  would  enable  the 
“  delegates  to  place  before  their  respective  Councils  particulars  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
“  hospital,  the  amount  of  accommodation  it  is  proposed  to  provide,  the  estimated  cost  of 
“  administration,  the  basis  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  apportion  the  costs  of  erection  and 
“administration,  the  site  suggested,  etc.  The  Saltburn  Council  withdrew  their  represen- 
“  tatives,  it  having  decided  not  to  take  any  further  action  in  the  proposed  scheme  4  at 
“  present.’  ”  In  the  Thirsk  Rural  District  75  yards  of  sewer  have  been  laid  at  Topcliffe, 
and  268  yards  of  9in.  sewer  with  one  septic  and  one  breeze  tank  completed  at  Carlton 
Miniott;  the  Isolation  Hospital  consisting  of  administrative  block  and  two  wards  of  four 
beds  each  has  been  completed.  In  the  Leyburn  District  a  slaughter  house  at  Middleham 
is  in  a  bad  condition  and  the  drainage  of  one  at  Carlton  and  one  at  Hunton  unsatisfac¬ 
tory.  The  closets  at  the  Middleham  Schools  discharge  straight  into  the  beck,  at 
Hauxwell  the  drains  discharge  on  to  a  field  in  close  proximity  to  the  village,  a 
tank  is  required,  at  West  Witton  a  scheme  for  dealing  with  part  of  the  village  failed 
to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  at  East  Witton  the  tank  is  too 
near  the  village  and  highway,  discharging  into  a  ditch  which  is  very  foul.  Dr.  Cockcroft 
whilst  stating  that  in  his  opinion  the  whole  village  of  West  Witton  requires  draining,  and 
commenting  on  a  scheme  for  Middleham,  writes,  “  I  cannot  advise  the  Council  either  to 
“  delay  the  scheme  or  to  adopt  any  patchwork  system,  but  I  hold  strongly  that  such 
41  sanitary  schemes  should  be  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  a  portion  of  the  expense 
44  coming  on  the  contributory  place  and  a  portion  on  the  general  rates.  The  whole  progress 
44  of  sanitation  in  country  districts  is  deadlocked  by  the  fact  that  small  country  villages 
“cannot  afford  the  luxuries  (even  when  they  are  necessities)  of  large  towns.”  He  also 
draws  attention  to  the  desirability  of  regulating  the  cleansing  of  ashpits,  and  the  removal 
of  refuse  especially  mentioning  the  accumulation  in  Leyburn  Market  Place  in  open  day 
and  for  hours  at  a  time.  Writing  on  River  Pollution  he  says,  44  There  is  pollution  by  the 
44  River  Ure  not  only  in  this  district  but  all  along  its  course.  The  rubbish  tipped  into  the 
44  river  at  Middleham  is  a  direct  contravention  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act.”  Dr.  Jackson, 
Ormesby,  writes,  44  The  scheme  drawn  up  by  Messrs.  Balfour  &  Sons,  of  Newcastle,  and 
44  which  was  reported  as  having  been  adopted  by  your  Council,  is  in  process  of  being 
44  carried  out.  The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  the  work  will  be  completed  during  the 
44  present  year.  Many  defects  of  the  present  sewers  will  be  corrected  and  suitable  provision 
44  for  the  growing  district  will  be  provided.  On  completion,  I  would  advise  the  Council 
44  to  renew  their  application  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  power  to  have  middens 
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“  converted  into  the  water  carriage  system . Thirty-one  middens  have  been  converted 

“  by  order  of  the  Council  and  a  few  voluntarily.  This  sanitary  improvement  has  not  been 
“  hurried  as  many  of  the  middens  are  so  situated  as  to  make  replacement  by  W.C.’s  the 
“  only  means  of  abating  the  present  nuisance.  In  former  Reports  the  ill  effects  of  middens 
“  have  been  dealt  with  at  length,  and  it  has  been  shown  that  many  diseases,  notably 
“  diarrhoea  and  typhoid  fever  are  more  prevalent  in  houses  with  middens.  The  bulk  of 

“  them  in  the  district  are  so  defective  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance . The  Council  has 

“  made  considerable  alteration  in  the  method  of  dealing  with  the  night  soil.  It  is  taken 
“  to  a  “  Tip  ”  situated  about  a  mile  from  the  township.  This  tip  is  a  fenced  in  area  of 
“  ground,  where  the  refuse  is  sorted  and  disposed  of  to  farmers,  metal  dealers,  etc.,  or 
“  burnt.  The  most  sanitary  method  of  disposing  of  refuse  is  a  destructor,  but  as  the 
“  agricultural  interests  are  considered,  the  present  arrangements  are  far  better  than  what 
“  formerly  prevailed.  Then,  the  night  soil  was  taken  directly  to  the  land,  hard  core 
“  removed,  and  paper  and  other  light  material  allowed  to  blow  across  the  country  until  it 
“lodged  in  the  hedge-rows.”  In  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District  the  houses  in  the 
village  of  Stainton  are  reported  to  be  for  the  most  part  old  and  badly  constructed,  many 
defects  have  been  remedied,  but  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  before  the  village  is  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  sewers  in  the  older  part  of  the  district  are  for  the  most  part 
faulty  in  construction,  emptying  into  tanks  and  cesspools,  and  there  is  no  method  of 
filtration.  In  the  Northallerton  Urban  District  a  new  6m.  sewer  has  been  constructed  to 
serve  a  district  where  building  is  going  on,  and  a  new  Isolation  Hospital  for  twelve  beds  is 
being  erected.  Writing  on  the  sewage  disposal  of  the  district,  Dr.  Baigent  says,  “  The 
“New  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  commenced  in  November,  1909,  have  been  now 
“  almost-  carried  to  completion.  The  work,  once  commenced  was  vigorously  pushed 
“forward,  and  the  tanks  were  ready  to  receive  the  sewage  early  in  November. 
“The  new  outfall  sewer  was  then  opened,  the  tanks  were  filled  for  the  first  time 
“  and  have  been  working  continuously  since.  These  works  which  are  designed  to 
“  treat  sewage  by  either  single  or  double  filtration  are  most  complete,  are  laid  out  in  a 
“very  pleasing  manner,  are  large  enough  to  deal  with  more  than  the  present  flow  of 
“  sewage,  with  scope  for  future  extension  if  necessary.  The  effluent  is  gradually 
“improving,  but  the  works  will  not  give  the  best  results,  or  the  effluent  reach  its  highest 
“  state  of  purity  until  some  further  time  has  elapsed.  At  present  where  the  effluent 
“  discharges  into  the  Wiske,  near  Howden  Bridge,  there  are  no  signs  of  pollution,  and  the 
“  river  and  its  bed  are  clean  near  and  below  the  discharge  pipe,  although  the  best  results 
“are  not  yet  obtained.”  Dr.  Porter,  Helmsley,  writing  on  the  drainage  and  sewage  of 
Helmsley,  says,  “  I  have  made  several  reports  during  the  year  on  this  subject,  and  a 
“  special  Committee  of  your  Council  inspected  the  sewage  farm  and  condemned  it.  As  I 
“have  before  reported,  the  ground  is  absolutely  sewage  sick  during  the  summer.”  The 
method  of  the  disposal  of  excrement  and  refuse  in  Helmsley  is  unsatisfactory,  certain 
houses  in  Harome  have  been  repaired,  improvements  made  in  drains,  privies,  and  ashpits 
in  Pockley,  whilst  at  Cold  Kirby  the  drainage  runs  down  the  roadside  towards  a  spring, 
apparently  the  source  of  a  drinking  water  supply.  In  the  Oswaldkirk  Division  of  the 
Helmsley  District  the  sewerage  arrangements  at  Ampleforth  are  adversely  reported  on, 
certain  contemplated  improvements  not  having  been  effected.  At  Oswaldkirk  the  state 
of  the  drainage  from  the  hill-side  cottages  and  school  to  the  pond  where  it  empties  itself 
is  unsatisfactory,  the  inlet  chamber  is  blocked,  the  syphon  between  the  inlet  chamber  and 
tank  is  not  working,  the  tank  is  full  of  sludge,  which  escapes  through  a  crack  into  an  old 
gutter  down  to  the  pond,  which  is  used  for  watering  cattle.  Dr.  Watson,  Thornaby -011- 
Tees,  writes,  “  The  cleaning  out  of  the  ashpits  is  done  once  a  month,  and  the  emptying  of 
“  the  pan  closets  once  a  week,  and  this  work  is  carried  out  under  the  efficient  control  of 
“  the  Borough  Engineer  by  the  employees  of  the  Corporation.  It  is  becoming  more 
“  difficult  to  dispose  of  the  excess  of  refuse  at  the  various  tips,  and  this  will  inevitably 
“  compel  the  provision  of  a  destructor  or  some  other  mode.”  In  the  Masiiam  District  the 
old  Hospital  has  been  rebuilt  and  furnished  at  the  cost  of  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Lord 
Masham,  there  is  provision  for  fourteen  beds.  In  the  Stokesley  District  some  drains  have 
been  relaid  and  other  new  ones  laid  in  Stokesley,  at  Hutton  Rudby  a  length  of  open  gutter 
piped,  and  at  Bankfoot  sewers  provided  with  continuous  sets  of  settling  tanks.  A  few 
houses  were  closed  at  Yarm.  In  the  Aysgarth  District  the  contract  for  the  drainage  of 
Worton  has  been  let,  but  no  scheme  yet  adopted  for  West  Burton  although  plans  have 
been  submitted.  In  the  Hinderwell  District  a  new  sewer  has  been  completed  at  Runswick 
Bank  Top.  Dr.  Laverick  writes,  “I  hope  now  the  Council  will  once  more  consider  the 

“  outfalls  at  Runswick  and  the  pollution  of  the  stream  by  the  Hinderwell  outfall . 

“Before  the  local  mines  extended  their  workings  a  good  many  of  the  worst  houses  were 
“  closed,  but  now-  that  the  demand  for  houses  exceeds  the  supply  these  are  now  let. 
“  Further,  several  instances  are  being  brought  to  notice  of  gross  overcrowding.  These 
“  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  at  once.”  In  the  Kirbymoorside  District  nothing  further  has 
been  done  in  the  scheme  for  extending  the  sewers  at  Kirbymoorside,  the  drainage 
at  Wombleton  is  unsatisfactory,  at  Fadmoor  the  channel  on  the  roadside  is  an  open  sewer, 
as  also  at  Appieton-le-Moors,  at  iSalton  the  sewer  has  been  extended,  and  that  at  Great 
Edstone  improved.  Dr.  Tetley  writes,  “  Many  of  the  cottages  are  overcrowded,  or  are 
“  unsuitable  for  habitation,  and  the  abatement  of  this  difficulty  is  largely  prevented  by  the 
“  want  of  new  houses,  as  of  course  it  is  impossible  to  turn  the  families  into  the  street. 
“  If  you  turn  them  out  by  condemning  their  houses  you  drive  them  out  of  the  district,  I 
“  therefore  hope  that  some  means  can  be  found  whereby  more  houses  can  be  provided.” 
In  the  Startforth  District  a  new  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  erected  near  Romaldkirk, 
providing  three  wards  each  to  accommodate  three  persons,  with  water-closet  and  bath¬ 
room  attached,  a  nurses’  room  overlooking  each  ward,  an  administrative  block  with  ac¬ 
commodation  for  a  caretaker  and  nurse,  and  a  third  block  containing  mortuary,  disinfecting 
room,  stable,  and  ambulance  shed.  In  the  Whitby  Rural  District  nothing  further  has 
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been  done  regarding  the  drainage  at  Sleights,  whilst  that  of  Grosniont  and  Goathland 
passes  untreated  into  the  stream.  Dr.  Hicks,  Easingwold,  writes,  “  The  pollution  of  rivers 
“  and  streams  is  the  rule  throughout  the  district,  Easingwold  alone  having  any  provision 
“  for  purification  of  sewage  effluent.”  In  the  Richmond  District  sanitary  improvements 
were  made  at  Scorton  and  Gilling.  Dr.  'Williams  writes,  “  There  are  a  few  water  closets 
“  in  six  of  the  villages  which  discharge  into  the  public  sewers,  the  effluent  being  untreated 

“  in  half  the  number . During  the  year  several  houses  were  inspected  on  account  of 

“  complaints  having  been  made,  either  of  their  insanitary  state  or  dilapidated  condition, 
“  also  in  two  cases  of  overcrowding,  but  in  only  two  instances  was  it  necessary  to  serve 
“  statutory  notices.  Apart  from  the  above  I  inspected  a  great  many  houses  occupied  by 
“  the  working  classes,  and  I  intend  in  the  future  to  devote  extra  time  to  this  kind  of  work, 
“  as  I  feel  sure  it  cannot  be  too  sedulously  carried  out,  for  by  its  means  dangerous  sanitary 
“  defects,  overcrowding,  and  filth  accumulations  are  discovered,  and  that  as  it  too  often 
“  happens  either  from  carelessness  or  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  occupiers,  or  because  for 
“  some  reason  or  other  they  are  afraid  to  complain.” 

Burial  Grqukds.  Dr.  Hutchinson,  Northallerton  Rural,  reports  Brompton  Churchyard  to  be 
full,  and  that  it  should  be  closed. 

Midwives  Act,  1902. 

During  the  year  the  names  of  85  Midwives  were  placed  on  the  roll  against  83  in  1909, 
and  78  in  1908.  Six  were  registered  for  the  first  time  against  twelve  in  1909. 

During  1909,  of  the  number  registered  four  ceased  to  practise  in  the  County.

On  May  17th,  Ann  Elizabeth  Trueman  (No.  16464),  10,  Low  W7alk,  Church  Street, 
W hitby,  was  suspended  for  three  weeks  on  account  of  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever.  Subsequently 
she  was  noticed  to  attend  before  the  Supervising  Authority  on  July  13th  to  answer  charges  of 
mal-praxis,  this  she  failed  to  do,  but  on  that  date  surrendered  her  certificate  and  ceases  to 
practise. 

On  September  24th,  Sarah  Ann  Agar  (No.  13640),  77,  Longwestgate,  Scarborough,  was 
suspended  from  practice  for  three  weeks  owing  to  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

On  December  14th,  Elizabeth  Tate  (No.  12900),  6,  Durham  Street,  Scarborough,  was 
suspended  from  practice  for  three  weeks  owing  to  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  twelve  visits  of  inspection  were  made.  The  work  of 
the  younger  midwives  who  have  undergone  training,  and  have  either  passed  the  examination  of 
the  Board  or  hold  certificates  from  Examining  Bodies  recognised  by  the  Board  is  most 
satisfactory,  whilst  that  of  the  elder  ones  who  registered  on  the  claim  of  having  been  in  practice 
previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  is  as  satisfactory  as  can  be  expected  seeing  that  they  lack 
proper  training.  On  each  visit  I  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  cleanliness  of  their 
persons,  clothing,  and  appliances,  and  on  the  importance  of  cleanliness  of  the  mother  and  her 
surroundings.  In  only  three  cases  has  it  been  necessary  to  issue  notices  of  suspension  on  account 
of  Puerperal  Fever.  Of  the  7,135  births  registered  1,466  were  attended  by  Certified  Midwives, 
yet  of  the  7,135  births  only  nine  mothers  were  notified  (including  the  three  referred  to  above) 
as  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever,  a  striking  testimony  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  midwives. 
Fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  cases  were  attended  during  the  year  equal  to  20-54  per  cent, 
of  the  total  births,  and  against  twelve  hundred  and  forty-two  in  1909.  One  midwife  at 
Tliornaby-on-Tees  attended  162  cases,  another  100,  and  a  third  71,  one  at  North  Ormesby  177, 
and  one  72,  one  at  Scarborough  75,  another  54,  and  a  third  52,  one  at  Redcar  70,  one  at 
Lingdale  58,  one  at  Boosbeck  53,  and  one  at  Grangetown  50. 

Notices  of  removals,  suspensions,  and  copies  of  all  reports  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  are  sent  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  Copies  of  the  official  roll  were  sent  to  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority  and  the  Central  Midwives  Board  on  January  1st,  1911.
